Since 1939, the counter-espionage reel. ion 1 at informed us that SUGIHARa, foi^ 
nierly Japanese Ccnsul at Kownoy then Vice Consul at Prague, and who, since the beginning 
of Uarch of this year, has been in charge of the Japanese Consulate at Koenigsberg, was 
to be considered as a friend of England and of Poland, Since the time he was at Kovmo, 
ha has drawn attention to himself bv his particular interest in German military affairs. 

f| In nis new position at the Consulate at Koenigsberg SUGItldov has been so active 
in his intelligence work that his stay in Koenigsberg threatens to break down the good 
relations which exist between Germany and Japan. The Governor General proposes to have 
SUCIHaRA withdrawn through the intermediary of tne ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
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Associated with GUGIHAhA in the intelligence service is a Pole named Jan—Stan- 
iw islaw PERZ, bom 13 November 1909 at Puszkow, whom oUGIHAiiA knew at Xcwno and whom he 
had naturalized as a Japanese. SUGIHAiiA knew another Pole at Kowno, Jer 2 y KUhCEiVlC2£\ 
bom 4 iiarch 1905 at Gwieciany. He also obtained Japanese citizenship for the^latterA

* The Consul 3UGIHARA is not, however, the only Japanese diploniat having Poles 
in his service* The above named KUNCiStflGZ worked at the Japanese dubas sy in Berlin. A 
Polish woman, Salomea LAPIN3KA, bom 17 November 1914 at Loby, naturalized Japanese, is 
employed at the Juntas sy of iianchukuo at Berlin, She is supposed to work there as a cook 
but it has been discovered that she has three agents in her pay who are working against

^However, according to information in a footnote in connection with the Japanese 
Consul bu’Jlr-Hui in iCoenigsberg, it appears tnat ever* the cistern network was engaged in 
a certain amount of activity against the Reich. The fact that XUNCSnXCZ succeeded in ob- 
taining information on war preparations against Russia confirms tills hypothesis#

tf Since the arrest of LULCE .l.;Z and i^PL.o.-vA with the L.R, liaison agent of Warsaw, 
it iias been possible to put hands in the material destined for London. Almost all the 
documents are encoded, hhen tney are decoded, it can be seen whether they contain any 
espionage material. In this event, radio stations between Cardaw and London branches of 
L.R., which are annexes of the Japanese 3.R. , would in exploit tnis materia}.. 



^Through tne arrest of otner Poles of the Resistance and through the continual in- 
terrogations of those detained, it is to be hoped taut prob Lie diplomatic relations be- 
tween Japan, the Resistance Loven-ent, the Polish Government of London, and the Vatican 
will be revealed.
